On October 29, 2007 the Applicant, by and through the undersigned 
counsel, held an Examiner-initiated teleconference. No prior art was discussed. 
Claims 17, 22-23 and 25 were discussed. Applicants agreed to an Examiner's 
amendment to amend the last limitation of claim 17 as follows - wherein , when 
the computer system is powered off, the radio module scans for available 
wireless access points, and indicates the availability of a wireless access point 

Further, Applicants agreed to an Examiner's amendment to amend the 
second to last limitation of claim 22 as follows - wherein the seek logic 
commands the power supply to power the radio module responsive to the 
actuation of the electrical switch, the command only when the computer system is 
powered-off, and the command for the same amount of time that the electrical 
switch is activated, thus requiring the user to hold electrical switch in the actuated 
position during a seek period of the madia &&&&&& - ^enftel ler -rad i o m od u I e . 

Further still, Applicants agreed to an Examiner's amendment to amend the 
first limitation of claim 23 as follows - a power supply enabled input signal, 
wherein the power supply enabled input signal is asserted to indicate that the 
ffii - eboGk -computer system is powered-on. 
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Finally, Applicants agreed to an Examiner's amendment to amend the first 
limitation of claim 25 as follows - a power supply enabled input signal, wherein 
the power supply enabled input signal is asserted to indicate that the msfeteeek 
computer system is powered-on.
